Extraordinary Demestic. Com plica-

tion. .

One of the most extraordinary cases
that ever oceupied the attension of
the courts, or excited populir inte-
rest, s Hkely soon to come up for
judicizl determination, the Viniatory d
steps havimg already been taken for
the purpose.”
